The Lords and Commons in Parliament do declare, that the 
ſaid printed papers in the forme of proclamations,and the pub- 
liſhing thereof; are againſhrhe lawes of this Kingdom ; and that 
ſuch perſons as have been,or hereafter ſhal be proclaimed Trai- 
tors by the ſaid printed papers, or any other ofthe like nature, 
ſhal be defended and protefed by the power and authority of 
Parliament , from any dammage or prejudice to their perſons 
or eſtates, by reaſon or colour of any ſuch printed papers, of 
proclamations, heretofore publiſhed, or which ſhal be hereafter 
publiſhed or contrived againſt them; Andthe faid Lords and 
Commons do hereby nriAly forbid the publiſhing of any ſuch 

printed papers or proclamations; And do authorize and re- 
quire all Officers and other His Majeſties good Subjeds to ap- 
prehend,and to bting in fafe cuſtody to the Parliament, and to 
{cize their goods and profits of their Lands, to be accomptabſe 
for the ſame to both Houſes of Parhament, all fuch perfons as 
have already publiſhed, or which ſhal hereafter publiſhany ſuch 
printed papers or Proclamations, to the end they may receive 
due puniſhment for their offences.
